There was little success until the group changed their proceduere. At first they were 
very serious and earnest in trying to manifest the artificial personality they had 
invented. After some months,Owen re-read the Victorian descriptions, and realized 
that those old sceances were actually more like "parlor parties" with much relaxed 
conversation and laughter, albeit with an underlying attitude of vigilence and 
expectation. As soon as the procedure was revised, the phenomena began. (One is 
reminded of the element of humor in the Namerind Heyokah tradition, as well as the 
Trickster/Fool aspects associated with the Eleggua of the Santeros) In all cases, the 
entity communicated by a code of raps, and appeared to be aware of itself as only 
and exactly what the group had programmed it to be.The group was able to request 
that Phillip produce his raps on a sheet of metal suspended from a lab ceiling at 
Kent State. He did this as asked, and acoustical analysis of the sound showed attack 
and decay characteristics which were unique and inexplicable. 


With respect to the correlation of the 72 angels and the 72 djinn, I do not employ 
that of Runyon, nor of Crowley nor of Bardon.The particular "mapping" of the one to 
the other which I use must remain with me for the time being-although after 
sufficient experimentation with it I anticipate that it will be published. I have much 
to say in the way of speculation as to the nature of the Goetic djinn-but I prefer to 
lurk for a while, with your generous indulgences.
